It is literally true to say that there is 
nothing, remaining of the north side, 
from the river north to Lincoln park 
on the rorth branch of the river on the 
west to the lake on the east. This por- 
tion of the city, except along the main 
river, where there were business blocks, 
was occupide by dwellings. Two-thirds 
of the population of this district were 
German and Scandinavian, These peo- 
ple are now horneless. 


HANGING INCENEARIES TO LAMP POSTS. 


Fifteen hundred citizens were sworn 
in last night as an extra police force, 
and the secretary of war authorized 
General Sheridan to employ all available 
troops for guard, and issued an order 
for one hundred thousand rations.: 
Five hundred soldiers are on duty. 
This precaution was necessary, for, as 
remarkable as if may seem, there were 
fiends who still sought to eatend the 
disaster. Two men caught in the act 
of firing houges on the West side were 
immediately hung to lamp posts—one 
on Twelfth street, near the river, and 
the other three miles away, on, Olay- 
burne avenue, North side. This sum- 
mary action has checked the thieves 
and murderers.

FIVE HONDRED HAVE BEEN BURNED TO 
DEATH. 


We saw four men enter a burning 
building, and in a moment they were 
overwhelmed by a falling wall. There 
was a crowd of men around the corner 
ofa building trying to save property, 
when the wall yielded, some of them 
were buried beneath it.. About twelve 
or fifteen men, women, and children 
rashed into the building of the Histori- 
cal society, a fire- proof building, for 
safety. In a few minutes the flames 
burst up and they were burned to death, 
Among those who took refuge in the 
building was the venerable Colonel 
Samuel Stone, eighty years of age, for a 
long time connected with the locality ; 
also, John B. Gerard and wife, Mme. 
Depelgrone, the noted teacher of music. 
It is feared that Dr. Frear and family 
were also bi:rned, as they were in the’ 
building and have not been seen since. 
Mrs. Edsail, whose husband was mur- 
dered last week, and who was suffering 
from an illness, was carried away for 
protection to a building which was 
afterwards consumed, and it is feared 
she also perished.

All the books and papers of the His- 
torical society, including the original 
copy of the famous Emancipation Pro- 
clamation, President Lineoln’s for which 
the society paid $25,000 were destroy- 
ed.

There 
are hundreds of families on that side 
who saved no clothing, but barely their 
lives. Among these is the family of 
Perry Smith, formerly president of the 
Northwestern railroad company.

The Facis About the Chotera in Rus- 
sia. 

The London Lancet has received a 
communication from a medical corres- 
pondent, writing from Slawusa, govern- 
ment of Volhynia, Russia, who thinks 
that. we are taking an exaggerated 
view of the extent of cholera in, Rus- 
sian provinces. In the district in 
waich he has resided for more than 
six years, the epidemie has, upon the 
whole been less during the present 
year than in those preceding it. Some 
of the larger towns in the midland, 
Northwestern and Southwestern prov- 
inces have been chiefly affected, In 
the Province of Volhynia, with the 
exception of Kiew and Odessa, there 
have been bat few cases. The epidemic 
much resembles dysentary in a great 
many cases, being accompanied by 
hemorrhage from the bowles. Owing 
to the flat nature of the country, its 
clay substrata, and the. heavy rains 
during the present year, it is feared 
that the potato crop will prove a fail- 
ure. The peasants, living as they do 
on fiell produce almost exclusively, 
are compelled to have resource to other 
and less wholesome articles of food, 
such as radishes, fresh cucumbers, &c. 
The insufficiency and bad character of 
the diet induces diarrhea, and a pre- 
disposition to cholera. The corres- 
pondent blames¢he use of unripe fruits, 
which the natives consume in large- 
quantities, and uncontrolled abuse of: 
sanitary laws for very much of the ex: 
isting disease. Although he @onsiders. 
the English authorities can not. be toe 
nivel alive to prevent the introduction 
of so formidable and subtle an enemy 
as cholera, be avers that the accounts 
which have appeared. in’ this country 
of the awfal epidemics of that disease 
in Russia, give nevertheless, a very 
exaggerated expression of facts,, 
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It appears from statistics at the 
Land Department that nineteen thou- 
sand settlers have made bora fide en- 
tries on public lands within the last

It is said that Roderic was 
thrown in chains by his father, who 
feared his savage temper, that he put 
out the eyes of bis two brothers, and 
that he wasted in civil feuds the forces 
that should have been turned against 
the foe. He seems, indeed, to have 
wanted prudence, and too oftén to have 
been daceived by the treacherous arts 
of Dermot and the priests. Yet one 
cannot avoid reviewing with sympathy 
the story of the unhappy monarch 
whose disastrous reign was at least 
marked by a sincere patriotism, and 
whose misfortunes were never merited 
by his treachery or his servile fear. 
Amidst his savage wilds and ancestral 
wilds the O’Connor, terrified by novel 
dangers, assailed by the most powerful 
monarch of the age, exposed to the 
anathemas of the Italian church, sur- 
rounded by traitors, and scarcely safe 
from the intrigues of his own sons or 
his ambitious rivals, still maintained a 
spirit not unworthy of that long line 
of patriotic chiefs of whom he was des- 
tined to be the last; and it is a grace- 
ful trait in the character of Roderic 
that he strove once more to revive, by 
liberal endowments, the famous college 
of Armagh, asif conscious that Ireland 
could only hope to secure its freedom 
by a general education of its people.—

Does 
any sane man think the Mormons would 
not feel and believe that death and strife 
would only be martyrdom, and a pass- 
port to a martyr’s glory ? And whether 
it would take a long or a short time to 
exterminate them—for no other word 
meets the emergency—the consequences 
to the territory and all interested in its 
welfare would be frightful. 
Who desires to see a free people 
hounded to despiration? Who wishes 
to see a community showing industry, 
enterprise, inteligence, sobriety and vir- 
tue striped of every vistage of their 
political and religious rights, because 
they will not change their faith at the 
bidding of a few fanatical men, who 
are so blindly besotted with their folly 
as to see in the future they desire only 
the destruction of Mormons and. the 
confiscation of their property? Yet 
that this is the object, the programme 
arranged, and the end to be accomplish- 
ed—peaceably or by force of arms—no 
one who has narrowly watched their 
course can fora moment doubt. It is 
nearly the time the Conservative men 
of the territory —independent of religion 
or party—should utter their protest 
against a course of action having such 
an object in view.

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Free Speech Opposed. 


A vigorous attempt has been made 
in Ogdensburg, New York, to prevent 
free speech, with the usual result—an 
utter failure,

by an irruption of men and boys, and 
the lecturer himself escaped injury, 
only by retreating through an ante- 
room. The mob then openly. announ- 
ced that the proposed <Anti-Roman- 
Catholic lecture could not be delivered 
in Ogdensburg. The proprietors of the 
hall surrendered to the mob, and re- 
fused the baron the use of it, though 
he had paid in advance, The commu- 
nity generally, who had. apparently 
cared very little for the Anti-Roman- 
Catholic lecture, cared a great deal for 
the threatened rights of free speech. 
The mayor declared that the baron 
should deliver his lecture, cost what it 
might, and swore in a number of citi- 
zens as special policemen to protect 
him. Some of the ring-leaders of the 
mob were arrested- The skating-rink 
was secured in lieu of the hall, and, 
after two or three days of intense ex- 
citement, the lecture was finally deliv- 
ered without interference, the only 
effect of the incipient riot having been 
to advertise the lecturer and give him 
a crowded audience. It is but just to 
the Roman Catholic priests to add that, 
according to the Ogdensburg Journal 
they used their infinence to dissuade 
their people from participating in the 
troubles, or interfering in any way with 
the lecturer.—Since the above was in 
type, we learn that after the lecture the 
baron was knocked down in the streets 
and seriously injured, by a ruffian, who 
made good his escape to Canada.

Biue Laws of Connecticut. 


The following are some of the laws 
made by the people of New Haven, pre- 
v'ous to their incorporation with their 
charter. They were termed Blue Laws, 
and selected from Kendill’s Travels, 
Volumn I; 

“No one shall be a freeman or. give 
a vote, unless he be converted and a 
member in full communion of one of 
the Churches allowed in this domin- 
ion, 

No man shall hold an office who is 
not sound in faith and faithful to his 
dominion; and whoever gives a vote 
to such a person shall pay a fine of £1; 
for a second offence; he shall be dis- 
franchised, 

No Quaker or dissenter from the es- 
tablished worship of this dominion, 
shall be allowed to give a vote for the 
election of a magistrate or any officer. 

No food or lodgings shall be afford- 
ed to a Quaker, Admit@ or other 
heretic: 

If any person turn Quaker, he shall 
be banished, and not suffered to return 
upon pain of death. 

No priest shall abide in the diminion; 
he shall be banished and suffer Death 
on his return. Priests mav be seized 
by any one without a warrant. 

No one shall cross the river but with 
an authorized Ferryman. 

No one shall run on the Sabbath 
day. or walk in his garden or else 
where, except reverently to and from 
church, 

No one shall travel, cook victuals, 
make beds, sweep houses, cut hair, or 


No woman shall kiss her child on 
the Sabbath or fasting day. 
No man shall buy or sell lands 
without permission of the Select- 
man, ` 
A drunkard shall have a master ap- 
pointed by the Selectman, who are to 
debar him of the liberty of buying and 
selling. 
W boever publishes a lie to the pre 
judice of his neighbor shall sit in the 
stocke, or be whiped fifteen stripes. 


Every rateable person who refuses to 
pay his proportion to the support of the 
minister of the town or parish, shall 
be fined by the Court £2.and £4 every 
quarter until he or she shall pay the 
rate to the minister. 

Whoever wears clothes trimmed 
with-gold silver, or bone lace above 
two shillings by the yard, shall be pre- 
sented to the Grand Jurors, and Se- 
lectman shall tax the offender $300. 

A debtor in prison, swearing be has 
no estate shall be let out and sold to 
make satisfaction. 

Whoever shall set fire to a woods 
and it burns a house,shall suffer death ; 
and persons . suspected of this crime, 
shall be imprisoned without benefit of 
bail. 

Whoever brings cards or dice into 
this dominion, shall pay a fine of £5. 

No one shal! read Common Prayer, 
keep Christmas or Saints days, make 
mince meat, dance, play cards, or any 
instrument, except the drum, trumpet 
and jewsharp. 

No Gospel minister shall join peo- 
ple in marriage: the magistrate only 
shall join in marriage,as they do it 
with less scandle to Chbrist’s Church. 

Fornications shall be punished by 
compelling marriage, or asthe Court 
may think proper. 

Adultry must be punished with 
death, 

A man that strikes his wife shall 
pay a» fine of £10; a woman that 
strikes her husband shall be punished 
as the Court directs. 

No man shall court.a maid, in per. 
son or by letter, without first obtaining 
the consent of her parents. £5 penal- 
ty for the first offence, £10: for the 
second, and for the third imprisonment, 
during the pleasure of the Court. 

Married persons must live together 
or ce imprisoned, : 

Every person shall have his hair 
cut round according to a cap.

A cottage worth $20,000 was pre- 
pared for Gen. Porter, the President’s 
confidential private secretary, at Long 
Branch, by Murphy. Large supplies 
of liquors and cigars were at the same 
time forwarded to the White House at 
Washington by different. members of 
the Murphy ring, but paid for mostly 
by Murphy himself. Th€se luxuries 
were sent to Grant and Porter and 
Babeock.

Mr. Hoey is the 
well known superintendent of the 
Adams Express Company. a large oper- 
ator in and owner of real estate, es- 
pecially at Long Branch, where he 
supports the most magnificent country 
seat, with spacious parks, and lawns, 
and herds, and driveways, and turnouts 
that were ever witnessed. He has al- 
ways been a Democrat, is a thorough 
business man, is a genial gentleman, 
who made the investment réferred to 
as a ‘speculation, and to please his 
neighbor and friend Tom Murphy. Mr. 
Chamberlain keeps the fashionable 
gentleman’s club at the Branch, where 
the game of chance often involves in a 
single night the sum of a hundred thou- 
sand dollars.

Attempted Outrage upon a Young La- 
dy by a Negro. 

A most daring outrage upon a young 
lady by a colored man, was ettempted 
at Yonkers, New York, on Tuesday 
evening last in a-populated part of the 
village, and came near winding up with 
a free administration of Lynch law to 
the offender in this case. From the ev- 
idence adduced, it appeared that as Miss 
Sarah C. Carpenter, a native of Massa- 
chusetts, at present employed asa teach- 
er in Free School No 2, village of Yon- 
kers, was passing the corner of Nepper- 
han avenue and Davison’s lane she was 
attacked by a colored man about twen- 
ty-five years old, calling himself Chas. 
L. Tinis, who struck her on the head 
with a club over three feet long and an 
inch thick, which cut through her hair 
and scalp, inflicting a severe wound, 
which bled profusely. Thus injured 
and stunned by the blow, Miss Carpen- 
ter was dragged across the street and 
into the yard attached to Radcliff’s 
slaughter-house, the negro keeping one 
hand over her mouth to prevent her 
from giving any alarm. The fiend then 
attempted to throw her down, but in 
the struggle as the young lady made a 


desperate resistance, he let his hand. 


slip from her mouth, when she cried 
out for assistance, which was fortunate- 
ly close at hand, -Mr. Jacob Reed 
heard her screams, and instantly repair- 
ed to the spot.

_In the spring and summer many peo- 
ple go marooning in Florida. It means 
to go out into the woods and camp with 
the whole family, to fish and hunt and 
amuse yourself generally under. the 
tents or huts—to lead a wild wood life 
and enjoy a little of savageness with all 
the appliances of civilization, è 

The whole family and the neighbors 
will gather and generally go to some is- 
land on the coast, taking guns and fish- 
ing tackle, boat, doss, servants, cook- 
ing utensils, and some food, lest the 
hunters might be unsuccessful, and 
camp out for some weeks. 

An island is generally selected, be- 
cause it is moreta fishing’than a hunt- 
ing party, and then an island is. less 
likely to be’ disturbed -by snakes and 
wild cattle. The wild cattle of Florida 
are really wild animals; they will at- 
tack a man on foot, and break into 
camp and give trouble like other wild 
animals, An island can be searched at 
once to sce if there are any bears or 
other wild cattle on it; snakes can be 


destroyed and everything prepared for 


the women and children, so that they 
maybe left. in safety during the absence 
of the hunters. ` Tents are put up or 
shelters made of the palmetto. This 
palm will make a stout thatch, the long 
stems are fastened with ‘bear grass 
strings to polls and «shelter made that 
will endure for many seasons. If snakes 
are feared, hammocks» are swung be- 


tween the trees, a fire lighted and kept 
burning day and night, and cooking 


and housekeeping go on. 

If it is an old camping or marooning 
ground, a garden and orehard of orang- 
es will have been alre: dy established ; 
and not only oranges, but grapes, ba- 
nanas, potatoes, arrow-root and other 


-vegetubles, will be already found grow- 
ing. 


Atany rate the cabbage palm 
and the manive will furnish vegetables, 
the hunters provide meat and fish; the 
supplies from home afford cofiee and 
bread. A wild ox kiled@ will. furnish 
beef ;salt:can be made by boiling sea 
water, and a jolly time generally can 
be had if the party are disposed for it. 
The hunters bring in their game, the 
fishers the result of the net, rod and 
spear; coffee and bread are already 


made, fruit is gathered and a good sup- 


per is enjoyed, then to sleepin the ham- 
mocks and to-morrow for more sport. 
Such an open air life will bring color 
to the cheek of disease and chase away 
low spirits and dyspepsia. Such a life 
can be enjoyed marooning in Florida.

The Chicago correspondent of the 
Rochester Democrat says: 

Chicago had recently been the scene 
of a double suicide of a character pecu- 
liarly painful and shocking. Its details 
have been exeluded from our local pa- 
pers. Dr.——— was one of the most 
prominent, wealthy and trusted physi- 
clans of Chicago. He was also an Al- 
derman and a member of the Board of 
Hducation—a man of much power and 
considerable culture,- but, like some 
other doctors, he had fallen a victim to 
the cup. His practice did not percepti- 
bly diminish on that account, for there 
isa prevalent superstiticn that great 
success in medicine can be achieved by 
those who are occasionally intoxicated 
The doctor’s father was a man of simi- 
lar temperament and similar habits—a 
man also of much prominence. He had 
held several places of trust. Three 
weeks ago father and son went deliber- 
ately forth together ‘on aspree.”? They 
wallowed together in beastliness. They 
deserted their homes for the occasion, 
and lodged among theunclean. At the 
end of a week the father’s endurance 
was exhausted, and he was taken home 
with the delirium tremens. He linger- 
ed two days, suffering all the torments 
of perdition, and died a horrible death, 
his son being dragged in from the 
streets long enough to take a drunken 
look at the corpse. Last week the son’s 
better constitution gave way, and he, 
too, was taken home, erazed with whis- 
ky. He lingered lofger, raving through 
the terrible nights, and erying for more 
liquor, and finally died in the midst of 
imaginary reptiles, and his body was 


‘laid beside the fresh mound of his fa-
